Robert Ludford, 7, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. William Ludford, 981 Victoria 
st. was the first child in Lake coun- 
ty to receive the new polio vaccine. 

He led the line of first graders of 
Antioch Grade school as they re- 
ceived injections of the ruby red 
serum. The serum was developed 
by Dr. Jonas Salk of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and distributed free by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 

The shots were given at 8:45 a. m. 
Monday at the school by Dr. James 
Kopriva, one of the many doctors 
of Lake county who gave their time 
and service this week to the immun- 
izing of first and second grade 
school children. 

"I just laughed," Robert told his 
teacher, Mrs. E. W. Kufalk, when he 
returned to his reading class to con- 
tinue his study of the lesson entitled 
"Fun in the New House." 
' "He's just as chipper as he can 
be," said Roberts father; Monday 
evening- afters *he youngster '• re- 
turned home and learned that he had 
been publicized as the first child to 
receive the vaccine in the county. 

Mrs. Elaine Wharton, county 
school nurse, who arranged the An- 
tioch clinic, said she probably was 
more tense than Robert. 
. A half hour after young Ludford 
got his shot, 131 more Antioch chil- 
dren had followed through the line 
with a lollipop as the reward at the 
end. 

Antioch Elementary school had a 
potential of 147 children. There 
were only 15 who couldn't take the 
shots said Mrs. Wharton. One boy 
had a sore throat and two were ab- 
sent. Twelve others were refused 
permission by the parents. 

"Those who refused were mostly 
of .the Christian Science faith or 
new residents from the South," 
said a spokesman from the Wauke- 
gan office. 

Following a break, the medical 
staff gave shots to 132 pupils from 
the Channel Lake, Grass Lake, Mill- 
burn, Emmons, Hickory and Lotus 
schools. 

The work of giving the polio vac- 
cine to first and second graders will 
continue this week until 110,120 po- 
tential recipients are treated.

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Economic Highlights 

Growth with a capital "G" is a fact of life In the 
United States (today. It looms with stunning pro- 
portions even In a country that has known nothing 
else for over a century and a half. The population 
Is increasing, industry expanding. The wide open 
spaces of one day become the teaming shopping cen- 
ters of the next. In the material way we are living 
in a breathtaking era. But the other side of the 
coin is sobering. 

The reason for our being as a nation does not 
show in business Indexes nor in a chromeplated 
standard of living. It lies in an attitude of mind and 
In laws which protect the sovereignty of the indi- 
vidual in the ownership of property and in religious 
and political matters beyond any material value. 

So long as he behavfes himself, the individual can 
still do pretty much as he pltfases in our country. 
But the pressures toward conformity threaten to 
grow along with oyerything else and a nation of 
mediocre conformists would hardly be fit to carry 
(the responsibilities of free men. This is why far- 
sighted industrial, educational, and political spokes- 
men are endeavoring to preserve individualism and 
private initiative here. 

The greatest single threat to the attributes of a 
free nation is the insidious growth of government 
For example, as of June 30, 1939, about 4,800,000 per- 
sons were receiving a federal check every month. 
In 1953, fourteen years later, 20,000,000 people were 
receiving a regular monthly check from the govern- 
ment. Figures such' as these show why It is of su- 
preme importance to place a ceiling on government. 
In a recent address, Roland R. Hughes, Director 
of the Bureau of the Budget, made a penetrating 
analysis of government in business. He observes that 
whereas private wealth increased only 78.7 per cent 
from 1929 to 1948, public wealth increased 278 per 
cent and that while in 1929 the public wealth repre- 
sented only 15 per cent of the national wealth, by 
1948 it amounted to 27.3 per cent of 4he total. Mr. 
Hughes asked, "At what point do -we enter the shadow 
of Socialism? When government owns a quarter of 
the land and wealth in the country as at present? 
When it owns a third? Or must it own a half?" 

"Socialism is a. form of government. It is not 
compatible with. .'the' American system and as an 
academic proposition a great majority of our people 
reject it. But these same people have come to accept 
the growth of government in this country the same as 
they have accepted 'the growth of any major activ- 
ity that has become " necessary to supply the needs 
of a soaring population. As a result, again in the 
-words of Mr. Hughes, "The Federal Government to- 
day operates over a' : hundred business-type activities. 
It is, among other. things, the largest electric power 
producer in the country, the largest insurer, the larg- 
est lender and the largest borrower, the largest land- 
lord and the - largest tenant, the largest holder of 
grazing land and: the largest holder of timberland, 
the largest owner' of grain, the largest warehouse 



operator, the largest shipowner, and the largest 
truck-fleet operator. For a country which Is the 
citadel and the world's principal exponent of private 
enterprise and individual initiative, this Is rather an 
amazing list." 

Whenever the government enters a field of activ- 
ity the area of private Initiative is reduced, and the 
freedom which la the reason for our existence as a 
nation is diminished. Every time the government 
becomes the proprietor of a business, a source of tax 
revenue Is lost and must be made up at the expense 
of remaining taxpayers. Oddly enough, govern- 
ment generally goes into business, not at the behest 
of crusading socialists, but as a matter of convenience 
or expediency. It started making rope In 1834 be- 
cause the Navy Department felt cordage from private 
suppliers was inferior. The Post Office Department 
has Insisted on government production of locks used 
on untold thousands of' mall bags on the grounds 
that the security of bags might be compromised by 
commercial manufacture of locks. So it goes, ad 
Infinitum. 

A recent example Is a proposal to increase the 
sizes of packages that can be carried by parcel post, 
thus in effect further putting the Post Office De- 
partment Into commercial business. This would, of 
course, displace private toxpaylng express facilities. 

In political quarters, efforts to limit the govern-' 
ment's growing domination over our lives and let 
private enterprise carry on, have been given the mis- 
leading title of "give-away" programs. One thing is 
certain. In the midst of our spectacular material 
gains, we cannot afford to lose sight of the meaning 
of our existence as a nation.

Your Senator Reports 



(By State Senator Robert McClory) 
Shall we reduce the voting age in 
Illinois to 18 years? No less than 4 
propositions have been introduced 
in the present Illinois General As- 
sembly recommeding such a consti- 
tutional amendment in favor of our 
younger citizens. Three of these 
propositions would make 18 the legal 
voting age for Illinois, while the 



other would establish 19 as the qual- 
ifying age. 

The legislature con do no more 
than recommend such a constitu- 
tional amendment. Then, if receiv- 
ing the favorable vote of two- thirds 
of the members of both the Illinois 
House of Representatives and the 
State Senate, the proposition will be 
submitted to the voters at the regu- 
lar election in November, 195C. 

Qualifications of voters (with cer- 
tain limitations) are regulated by 
the states. So far only one state 
(Georgia) has granted voting rights 
to 18 year olders, but the legisla- 
tures of several other states arc also 
considering similar propositions at 
the present time. 

The most popular argument in fav- 
or of 18 year old voters is that "If 
they're old enough to fight, they're 
old enough to vote." Of course, it 
doesn't necessarily follow that a 
decision as to whether the right to 
the reckless courage so desirable in 
a soldier would also have the ma- 
turity and stability we seek in a 
qualified voter. Also, it might be 
argued, "They're not old enough to 
fight, either."

7-Day School Week 
Is Predicted by 
Education Professor 

ANN ARBOR, Mich.— The school 
of the future will be In session 
all-year-round, seven days a week, 
predicts a University of Michigan 
educator. 

Prof. Max Wlngo, of the Univer- 
sity's School of Education claims 
that the 12-month development Ls 
almost bound to come about In 
answer to social pressures which 
arc demanding that some now neg- 
lected services to youth be met. 
"The school of the near future will . 
have to take over some of these ' 
services or face the consequences," . 
he warns. . 
9 He charges .that In the last gen- ,. 
1 eratlon the school has resisted just 
about every effort to Increase its 
responsibilities. "In the initial 
stages it balked at feeding children 
at, noon, at driver's training, and 
at ofTering recreational programs. 
Hie assumption of these responsi- 
bilities was forced on the; schools 
by a great groundswcll of social 
necessity. The school simply hasn't 
been able to resist so powerful 
a force. We do teach teen-agers to 
drive cars now, wc have Increased 
our vocational departments, and In 
my Judgment wc will continue to ' 
do so," the professor declares. 

But there's still a vast area of 
necessary services — complex and 
controversial issues— now for the 
most part by-passed by the schools 
and other social Institutions. 

Professor Wlngo asks who Is 
going to give Instruction In the 
physiological, emotional and ethi- 
cal aspects of sex behavior? Who 
is going to take systematic respon- 
sibility for maintaining the health 
of our younger generation? Who 
ls going to be responsible for sys- 
tematic religious instruction? >Who 
is going to help children develop 
worthwhile ', avocatlonal interests 
- and skills? 

If the school does not, he warns, 
it will become increasingly re- 
moved from the people.

Health Talk 



Play Safe With Drugs 

The Indiscriminate use of drugs 
can be costly, not only from an 
economic standpoint but in the 
value of lives lost or damaged, the 
Educational Committee of the Illi- 
nois State Medical Society cautions 
in HEALTH TALK. With the un- 
fortunate emphasis today on sleep 
inducing agents called barbiturates, 
the antihistamines and the antibio- 
tics as cure-alls, It Is no wonder that 
the public is confused. 

Properly handled under compe- 
tent medical supervision, these 
drugs 'have a useful place in alleviat- 
ing pain and curing disease. Fre- 
quently, for example, it is neces- 
sary to prescribe a sedative, but 
sleeping pills and powders as a reg- 
ular habit can be extremely harm- 
ful. When the body and mind are 
functioning normally, there is no 
need for drugs to make you sleep. 

The antthistaminic drugs are a 
product of the research laboratory 
which marks the advance of medi- 
cine in the curative field.| Han- 
dled carefully, these drugs are pro- 
ducing good results in some con- 
ditions related to allergy, but they 
are also causing severe reactions in 
certain individuals. Histamine is a 
chemical normally present in the 
body which, in some persons, is the 
factor Involved in- allergic condi- 
tions, such as hives, hay fever and 
other sensitivities. Thus the onti- 
histaminic drug is a compound de- 
signed to fight this chemical reaction 
in the body, which makes some peo- 
ple more sensitive than others to 
certain conditions. 

Because so many antihistaminic 
drugs are now marketed does not 
mean that they are safe or that 
■they arc the answer to the mystery 
of the*common cold which is char- 
acterized by symptoms similar to 
forms of allergy, such as itching 
and swelling of the nasal mem- 
branes, tearing of the eyes and the 
like. 

Taken indiscriminately, the anti- 
histaminic drugs can kill. They can 
also be the means of causing death 
and injury, since they produce side- 
effects in certain persons that 
make them unsafe to drive a car, 
for example. These side-effects in- 
clude nausea, vomiting, headaches, 
poor coordination and drowsiness. 

Antibiotic drugs are another group 
which must be handled carefully. 
Taking its name from anti meaning 
against and bio meaning Living tis- 



sue, this group then fights organ- 
isms or bacteria either by destroy- 
ing them completely or decreasing 
their growth. There are numerous 
antibiotic drugs, all of which work 
differently in various conditions. 
They too produce different reac- 
tions necessitating the watchful 
supervision of a physician. 

Research is necessary to learn the 
cause and cure of disease. Re- 
search brings knowledge and 
knowledge Is power — the power to 
save life and relieve pain. But In- 
discriminate use of drug3 will undo 
the good that is being accomplished, 
Seif-medicatlon is not the answer 
to the product of medical research, 
for It brings Illness and unhappiness 
instead. 

Too much of one drug can pro- 
duce toxicity or poisoning in the 
chemical substances of the body, a 
condition which results in drowsi- 
ness, a mental stupor, a difficulty 
in walking and talking and notice- 
able tremors of the tongue, lips and 
fingers. 

Don't listen to the flamboyant ad- 
vertising on drugs. Be suspicious 
of anything that is presented as a 
"cure-alL" Be cautious. You don't 
know how one taken blindly may 
affect you.

18 years may be employed outside 
of school hours and on days when 
school is not in session and during 
school vacation periods. The em- 
ployer shall have on file for each 
minor an employment certificate 
Issued by the high school principal 
provided the work is not of a haz- 
ardous nature, or In violation of sec- 
tion No. 7 of the Child ■■Labor Law. 
The certificate is issued In triplicate 
and the high school principal malls 
the original to the minor's employer, 
send the duplicate to the State De- 
partment of Labor and retains the 
third copy for the office files. 

Principal Albert Dittman an- 
nounces to the business establish- 
ments of the Antloch community the 
Department of Labor's more liberal 
interpretation of employment avail- 
able to females under 16, 

"As of April 15, former Instruc- 
tions on the point of continuous 
standing arc -to be ignored. Here- 
after, a female 14 or 15 years of age 
may be employed In any occupation 
which requires her to remain stand- 
ing continuously for and during the 
performance of her work, Provided 
an employer makes available facili- 
ties for resting and permits such a 
female under 16, during the periods 
of her employment, to use such seat- 
ing facilities for resting. Only In 
the rare Instance where an employer 
does not afford facilities for resting 
or where he makes a condition of 
employment that the girls remain 



continuously, standing during the 
performance of their work, shall an 
Issuing officer refuse to issue an 
employment certificate. Notwith- 
standing this, the hazardous occupa- 
tions as are listed In Section 7 are 
still prohibited to minors under 16." 
Before an employment certificate 
can be Issued the following require- 
ments must be met: 

1. A statement of intention to 
employ signed by the prospective 
employer.
